These 
Doukhobors will have to be maintained 
by the federal authorities this winter, 
and immigration sheds at live points in 
the Northwest are to be placed at their 
disposal.

Sir Richard Cartwright 
and Sir Louis Davies with their officers 
go to-morrow.

TAMMANY SPEAKS. 

Predicts Election of Van Wyck in Con- 
test With Roosevelt For 
Governorship. 

New York, Nov. 7.— Mr. Richard Crok- 
er was at Tammany Hall this after- 
noon, and, in response to a request made 
the following statement which he an- 
nounced ut the time would be his last 
utterance before to-morrow's election. 

"Tammany Hall through the many 
speakers it lias sent before the public in 
(bis campaign has given full utterance 
to the merits and qualities of the various 
Candidates it has presented to the voters 
for their suffrages. The work has been 
done properly and well. Every tact of 
value to enlighten voters as to the quali- 
fications of tiie two candidates for gov- 
ernor has been given fully. The ques- 
tion now rests entirely with the voters 
themselves. 

"I am fully confident of the election 
of Justice Van Wyck, but if by any 
chance they should elect Col. Roosevelt, 
I believe it will be a great step back- 
wards for this metropolis. This issue 
is plain and simple for the electors as 
to the merits of the two candidates. 
Which of them would be the best man 
to administer the affairs of the Great 
Empire stateV 

" The duty of each citizen is plainly 
apparent. One of (he candidates is er- 
ratic, unsteady and vacillating. The 
other is a sensible, cautious and conser- 
vative mini. He is a man who can be 
thoroughly depended upon 1o administer 
Ihe affairs of the great commonwealth 
in n safe and statesmanlike manner. 

"The election of Justice' Van Wyck 
means home rule not only for New York 
but for all the other cities of the state. 
Home rule in turn means progress and 
advancement for the interest of every 
community. In New York alone home 
rule would bring about an advancement 
in valuations of property that could not 
be estimated. 

"It is with these issues that the 
Democratic party goes to tin- polls. The 
result rests with the people." 

Mr. Oroker was asked about, his senti- 
ments regarding the personal attacks 
which hail been made upon him by Col. 
Roosevelt in many of his speeches dur- 
ing Ihe campaign. lie said: 

" Col. Roosevelt has simply lowered 
himself by these personalities in which 
lie has indulged.

FRENCH OFF NEWFOUNDLAND. 

British Vessels at Halifax Heady to 
Keep Watch on Their Move- 
ments. 

Halifax, Nov. 7.— (Special)— Lord Sey- 
mour, commander-in-chief of the British 
forces in North America, created a sen- 
sation on Saturday night when he an- 
nounced that the military service at 
Halifax was defective. 

He was surprised to learn that the 
facilities for the transportation of 
troops in case of trouble arising were of 
the meanest character. In this respect 
tlie Imperial authorities had sadly neg- 
lected Halifax. There were no suitable 
vessels in Halifax, and those supplied 
by Ihe Imperial authorities are little bet- 
ter than worthless. 

The reason the warships Pelican nnd 
Cordelia were loaded with ammunition 
and despatched from Halifax is this: 
About this time of the year the British 
and French vessels on fisheries protec- 
tion service retire, but the Frenchmen 
liave remained on the Newfoundland 
coast, anil in case of hostilities arising 
Ihe Cordelia and Pelican can slip across 
from' Sydney to Newfoundland ft short 
notice. The British war vessels will 
also keep watch on (he Frenchmen coal- 
ing at Sydney in case of trouble.

— (Special) — The first 
real snowstorm of winter set ia last 
night and prevailed until noon to-day 
High wind caused the snow to drift, 
and railway traffic was siightly interfer- 
ed with. The street railway suffered 
a little inconvenience, but by keeping 
the sweeper nt work the service was 
well maintained. The storm was gener- 
al throughout the country, extending 
westward to Begina. 

Deputy Attorney-General Maclaren 
was interviewed to-day regarding the re- 
port, that he would go to British Co- 
lumbia to act as deputy to Attorney- 
General Martin, but he would say noth- 
ing beyond that the position bad been 
offered him. 

The burning out of a small trestle 
bridge on the C. P. B. east of Winnipeg 
is delaying through traffic several hours. 

The trial of Paul Brown for the mur- 
der of Edward Burton began yesterday 
at the Winnipeg assizes. Very little in- 
terest is attached to the ease, as the 
mnn has admitted his guilt. 

The rumor that the money stolen from 
the Molsons' Bank has been recovered 
is still persistently circulated, but. as 
stated some days ago, it has no founda 
tion in fact. The manager informed a 
reporter this morning that the money 
had not yet been recovered, nnd that 
the detectives had not relaxed their ef- 
forts to trace the unknown thief oi 
thieves. 

Captain Constantino, who was in 
charge of the Northwest Mounted Police 
in the Yukon for three years, is here on 
his way to Begina to receive or'ders. 

Two carloads of Esquimaux dogs 
passed through the city on Saturday 
night from Labrador, where they were 
purchased by agents of the Dominion 
government for the use of the North- 
west Mounted Police in the Yukon. The 
dogs have been on the way over nix 
weeks, and have been reduced in num- 
bers from 150 to 142 owing to deaths.

He 
waked up the bouse, and the tramp sank 
from view in the swamp. A strange 
dog has been baying near the spot, since. 
Several olher residents claim to have 
seen the alleged ghost. 

Robert Murray, cook of the Comox, 
walked into Centre & Banna's undertak- 
ing parlors last night, dazed from drink, 
and thinking he was on board ship, 
he pulled aside the curtain hanging be- 
fore a casket crawled into it for a sleep. 
He was discovered shortly after and 
taken to the police station. 

The resolution sent in the name of the

SNOW BLOCKS TRAILS. 



Parties of Men and Horses Stalled 
at Lindermeh and Provisions 
Running Short. 



Government, Supplies Among Those 
Cut Oil" by Unexpected Clos- 
ing of Routes. 



Atlin Train Caught in Four Feet 
of Snow Near the 
Divide. 



Special to the Colonist. 

Port Townsend, Nov. 7.— According to 
reports brought down by the City of 
Topeka, arriving this evening from 
Skagway, 400 men and 250 head of 
horses are in distress at Lake Linder- 
man. Most of this crowd are on their 
way out from Dawson, having reached 
the lake on the last boat of the season 
from the Klondike metropolis. 

They made a late start, but every- 
thing went well until Luiderman was 
reached, when a heavy snow-storm oc- 
curred, more than four feet falling on 
both the Cbilcoot and White passes, 
which put a stop to all travel over those 
two routes. There were also large 
numbers returning from 'the Atlin coun- 
try. 

Owing to the heavy snowfall coming 
earlier than expected, the supply of pro- 
visions at Liudernum is scarce, nnd it is 
doubtful if there are sufficient supplies 
on hand to feed such a large number 
uny length of time, so that fears of suf- 
fering are entertained. 

A pack-train consisting of 250 horses 
bound for the Atlin country had just 
crossed the divide before the storm, and 
there being no feed on that side they 
are sure to perish, while many of their 
pucks must be lost. 

Canadian supply posts established 
nlong the Yukon river are said to be 
liable to be short of provisions. The 
government had 200 tons of freight 
ready to bo packed over for distribution 
along the river, which will now have to 
remain possibly until spring, as the 
snow will probably continue to fall from 
now on, and if the trnil remains covered 
with soft snow, packing will be impos- 
sible. 

SALMON RIVER RICH. 
The hendwaters of the Salmon river 
below Quiet lake promise to become the 
scene of active mining operations. 
Early last spring a party of nine Cali- 
fornia miners went into that section, 
and according to reports brought out 
by some of the party arriving nt Juneau 
rich diggings have been struck, nnd a 
snug amount of gold taken out. All 
creeks and gulches prospect favorably, 
and another mining camp will be added 
to the list. This party will return im- 
mediately with supplies. 



LAKE STEAMER BURNED. 

Passengers and Crew Had Barely Time 
to Take to the Boats. 

Parry Sound, Nov. 7.— (Special)— The 
steamer Northern Belle was burned and 
totally destroyed near Byng Inlet yes- 
terday morning. 

The steamer was on the return trip 
from Collingwood to Killarney, nnd 
when going up the river near Byng Inlet 
lire suddenly broke out from the hold. 
The crew and four passengers hud only 
time to take to the boats to save them- 
selves. The Northern Belle was owned 
by the Great Northern Transit company 
of Collingwood.

LORD II E KS Oil ELL'S OPINION. 

The Czar Really Desirous of Peace— The 
Anglo-American Friend- 
ship. 

Indianapolis, Nov. 7. — The Rt. Hon 
Lord Parrer Horsehell, chairman of the 
joint international commission, is in the 
city the guest of A. Fairbanks. He was 
asked if, in his opinion, the era of good 
feeling between England and this coun- 
try had arrived, and as to the depth of 
the feeling. 

"Whatever is felt here," was the reply 
"is quite reciprocated on the other side. 
I think perhaps you people of the States 
are more demonstrative than we. The 
only thing that has held our people back 
from great demonstration of this senti- 
ment is the fear that the matter is be- 
ing pushed rather than allowed to de- 
velop of itself." 

He was asked if he thought the strain- 
ed relations between England and, France 
would result in war.

The Yamagata cabinet contains no 
member who is connected with any of 
(he political parties. It is constituted 
as follows: President of the council and 
premier, Marquis Yamagata Artimos;

Aoki, formerly Japanese ambassador to 
Germnuy; minister of the interior, 
marquis Saigo Isugumich; minister of 
finance, Count Matsuokata; minister of 
war, Lieutenant-General Katzura; min- 
ister of marine, Admiral Tamamoto; 
minister of justice, M. Kiyoura Keigo.

LANG WORTHY T1UGEDY. 



Villian of Piece Dies Stricken with 
kcniorse at His Scorned 
Wile's Death. . 



By Associated Press. 

London, Nov. 7.— The famous Lung- 
worthy case, which caused a great sen- 
sation in England in 1S87, lias been re- 
vived by the death of Mrs. Langworthy 
and the suicide of her husband in the 
Grand Hotel at Paris. 

The wife was the heroine of extra 
ordinary proceedings, which William T. 
Stead, to whom she appealed, exposed 
in the Pall Mall Gazette. Her maiden 
name was Mildred Long, and she was 
a teacher in Paris when she met Lang- 
worthy, a wealthy widower, who had 
inherited £150,000, and to whom the 
death of his mother and aunt meant an 
immense heritage. His first wife was 
a sister of the Earl of Limerick. 

Langworthy met Miss Long in 1882 
and married her secretly in a Catholic 
church at Caen. He afterwards went 
to South America in his own steam 
yacht, Ihe Meteor. He constantly ill- 
treated his wife, and when he learned 
she was in a delicate condition of 
health, he separated from her at 
Buenos Ayres, declaring their marriage 
a sham. 

Thereupon Mrs. Langworthy returned 
to her father and began proceedings 
against her husband, who declared there 
hud been no lawful marriage between 
them. The divorce court was obliged 
to decide that the marriage was invalid, 
but granted her alimony to the amount 
of £1,2000 a year, which was not paid, 
as her husband lied from the country. 
Eventually Mrs. Langworthy became 
almost penniless, and in despair was 
contemplating suicide, when she saw 
Mr. Stead, who warmly championed her 
cause in the Pall Mall Gazette, of which 
he was then editor. All London be- 
came interested in Mrs. Langworthy's 
story, and subscriptions flowed in for 
her assistance. 

She then brought an action for breach 
of promise of marriage against Mr. 
Langworthy, which was settled by the 
payment to her of £20,000 and the 
granting of £-">00 yearly to her child, 
Gladys. 

The parties after that disappeared 
from public view until the tragedy at 
the Grand Hotel, where Langworthy 
recently committed suicide. He had 
apparently been reconciled to his wife, 
who died shortly before he destroyed 
himself. Langworthy left a letter in 
which he said he committed suicide on 
account of his wife's death. 



PUZZLED A HBITUATOnS. 

Venezuelan Boundary Case Most Diffi- 
cult Ever Submitted. 

St Petersburg. Nov. 7.— The Russian 
official gazette reports the progress in 
the Venezuelan question under Professor 
Martens. Both Great Britain and Vene- 
zuela communicated historical documents 
and maps to support their respective 
claims in March last. The British case 
comprised eight large volumes and an 
enormous atlas, while the Venezuelan 
case comprised four volumes and an at- 
las. ' 

The second phase of arbitration opened 
in August, when each government hand- 
ed in a counter-case (o its opponent's 
arguments. The .members of the arbi- 
tration court have received up to the 
present time, over 2,200 documents in 
English. Spanish and Dutch, covering 
four centuries. 

Tlu> .Official gazette says that, judging 
fronl the material thus presented, the dis- 
pute is the most difficult ever submitted 
to international arbitration. The two 
governments must furnish the urhitrn' 
tors their final conclusions, or printed 
argument, by December. This will close 
the: preliminary stage. The court will 
bear verbal arguments in the spring at 
Paris.

EN PLOSION AT WASHINGTON. 

Gas in the Basement Works Havoc 
With the Supreme Court Room. 

Washington, Nov. 7. — The United 
States supreme court room, located near 
the centre of the Capitol, is wrecked, the 
valuable law library connected with it 
is seriously damaged, and many of th 
valuable records filed away in the vaults 
beneath that portion of the Capito 
house have been destroyed. This is tin 
result of an explosion of gas which 
occurred in the sub-basement: of th 
Capitol just beneath the supreme court 
room at 5:20 yesterday afternoon. 

The explosion destroyed the flooring 
and entrnnce to the room immediately 
below the supreme court room, and the 
fire which followed communicated at 
once to the law library and supreme 
court room. Twenty thousand dollars 
had just been expended in improving the 
supreme court. 

Smoke and water have left this 
chamber, model of classic beauty, in a 
sorry condition. The window and sash 
of tlie tine old colonial windows Hanking 
the bench are in ruins. The frescoed 
ceilings, which had recently been done 
over, are blurred and spotted, and the 
carpets and draperies arc soaked. 

The personal effects of the justices, 
their robes, etc.. were found to be un- 
injured. The main loss in the court 
was in the marshal's office and storage 
room, where valuable old records are 
kept. The extent of this last loss has 
not yet been exactly determined.

COM PAUL'S PRINCELY GIFT. 

President of the Transvaal Sends to the 
Pope a Million Dollar Diamond. 

Oom Paul Kruger. president of Hie 
Transvaal, recently sent the biggest dia- 
mond in the world, -worth at least $1,- 
Onn.OOO. as a gift to Rope Leo. XIII. 

The Tope has, on several conspicuous 
occasions during the last twenty years, 
made 1 a bold stand for pence In the face 
of opposing nations; and, though his ad- 
vice has not always been heeded, his 
policy has been universally commended. 

To show how thoroughly nations, and 
particularly the rulers of nations, ap- 
prove- of the efforts of the most power- 
ful church father in the world to secure 
a condition of brotherly love nil over 
the earth, it is only necessary to mention 
a few of the magnificent gifts which 
have been sent to the Pope. In twenty 
years the Pope has received $10,000,000 
in diamonds. The diamonds from Presi- 
dent Kruger would bring a million any 
day, and probably if placed on sale would 
bring, from some ambitious multi-mil- 
lionaire, even jnore than that. The ruby 
and diamond ring given to the Pope by 
the Sultan of Turkey, himself a Moham- 
medan, cost $101 1,000, and the jewelled 
toilet service from the Shah cost $700,- 
000. Resides there are many other fa- 
mous gifts. 

One one occasion Queen Victoria, be- 
ing specially grateful to bis holiness for 
a favor, sent htm a pectoral cross with 
a single large diamond in the centre val- 
ued fit $200,QM 

Another time the Catholics of the Hint- 
ed States made up a purse and sent a 
diamond worth) £2(1,000. 

It must not , he supposed that Pope 
Leo has ever requested any of these 
gifts, or even signified his desire for 
jeweis. He is the plainest man in the 
world, perhaps tlio only one who does 
not wear tiny ornament's, except those 
which decorate church garments, which, 
for high services, are always embroid- 
ered with the most costly gems but papal 
cap and robes have descended to him 
from centuries, and no additions have 
been added. 

It was to show their appreciation of 
him that the rulers sent these precious 
jewels. Knowing that they could not 
present the Pope with anything that 
would be of personal interest: to hitu, 
they selected jewels which tliey knew 
would be of intrinsic value, sending 
along with' them the congratulations and 
best wishes for his longevity.. 

The Emperor of Austria once sent a' 
gold casket, largely traced in precious 
enamels. The casket was valued at 
$100,000, vet it. contained nothing. The 
Pope used the casket for his diamond 
crosses. Three magnificent pieces re- 
posed in the casket. One of these was 
the United States cross, another was the 
cross sent him from one of Ihe richest 
women in the United States, who spent 
$150,000 for a plain gold cross with dia- 
monds at the points. 

The Queen Regent, of Spain, wishing 
to remember his holiness, purchased, 
with money out of the 'royal coffers, a 
chalice for $200,000, and in the chalice 
little Alphonso laid the largest diamond 
he owned. The Spanish cabinet allowed 
him to present it to the Pope, and his 
own baby lingers selected it. 

Resides these beautiful presents, the 
Pope has received many contributions in 
solid gold. Oiie of these, during the 
Queen's jubilee, amounted to $:5,000,000, 
and on his birthday, a year ago, he re- 
ceived $200,000 in gold pieces. None of 
this money has 'been spent by the Pope, 
and it is thought that he has some pro- 
ject for disposing of" it at his death. 

In legacies, during the last twenty 
years, the Pope has received from weal- 
thy Catholics a gift; of $22,000,000, and 
in money gifts from individuals he has 
received' $1,000,000. 

In the Vatican there is a souvenir room 
which is one of the Pope's sitting rooms, 
and here there (ire gifts from the presi- 
dents of Ihe United Slates, from the Cen- 
tral and South American republics, from 
Indian princes, land from native chiefs 
of Oceanlca. They have sent him pieces 
of rare wood and trophies of vario.ts 
kinds, one of them being an alleged au- 
tograph of Columbus. 

Tf Pope Leo has selected n method by 
which he could popularize himself with 
the rulers of the world, Mohammedans, 
Brahmins, Hebrews, and Christians 
alike, he could not have decided upon a 
more successful policy than that of 
peace. All the world loves a peaceful 
disposition, and when that disposition is 
in a high place the world rewards it by 
substantial gifts arid trophies. 

The diamond presented hy President 
Kruger to the Tope has an interesting 
history. It was originally owned by 
Ohaka, king of the Zillns, and had been 
in his family for generations. At Cha- 
ka's death it passed into the posseslson 
of Memelnj a head man, or chief, or the 
famous blacks. In 1848, when the Eng- 
lish and Roers were fighting for control 
of Central Africa. Memela had become 
a slave of the Roers. They treated him 
harshly, and Kruger. who was then a 
young mnn of unimportant station, took 
the old chief's part and assisted him to 
escane, In return for this kindness, the 
Zulu gave the big diamond to young 
Kruger, and It 1ms been held by the lnt- 
ter ever since, until he recently sent it 
to Tope Leo.

VENGEANCE °IN POLITICS. 

The suspension of Police Magistrate 
Mncrne, of Victoria, by the Attorney- 
General is being severely criticized. 
Mr. 'Macrae has been police magistrate 
of Victoria for five years and his ad- 
ministration of justice has been above 
criticism. He came from New Zealand 
and was a stranger to our politics, con- 
sequently his appointment hy the Davie 
government was regarded as eminently 
proper and disinterested. During his 
term ns police magistrate he religiously 
abstained from taking any part in poli- 
tics, being more interested in the proper 
administration of justice. On several 
occasions in Mr. Macrae's court at- 
tempts have been made to thwart the 
ends of justice, but the police inagisl rate 
could not be coerced into giving a de- 
cision which he felt was not in accord- 
ance with law and justice. It was not 
to be expected that a. man of his char- 
acter would meet the views of what 
Attorney-General Martin and his 
friends considered a police magistrate 
should be. Indeed, it has been freely 
remarked, that: with the ascendancy of 
Joseph Martin, the progress of decapi- 
tation would begin, and Police Magis- 
trate Macrae would be among the first 
to be led to the guiTotinc.— Nelson Econo- 
mist.

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Young Henry Smith Slain While 
He Slept by His Cabin Mate 
Hammond. > 



Twelve 



Days a Corpse When Dis- 
ced Yesterday by His 
Father. 



The Murderer Now Identified as 
the Atari l'wiind Dead Near 
J.s.iuiiualt. 



Tho identity of the man whose dead 
body was found by Dr. Kirker near the 
Marino hospital on the lust day of Oc- 
tober waa brought to light yesterday in 
a shocking manner by the discovery of 
another tragedy, which not only identi- 
ties the man us Win. Hammond, but 
points to him as the murderer of Henry 
Edward Smith. 

Smith's almost nude body was discov- 
ered by the father yesterday morning in 
Saauich,. the head buttered in and blood 
scattered everywhere about the little 
room. 

It is a strange story this double 
tragedy, und while both the men who 
alone knew the full circumstances lire 
dead and the motive that eri'lUMu the 
taking of Smith's life is unk. ..\vn, still 
there is enough to tell a ver. .ilaiu tale 
of horror that does not need .y elabor- 
ate train of reasoning to u.. jrstand. 

On October 20 Harry Ed\ ..rd Smith, 
a carpenter by trade, and abi.iit 20 years 
of age, started out for Tek^raph buy, 
where Win. Hammond lived uii a little 
ranch which Smith's father claims. The 
father is Geo. 13. Smith, who keeps a 
grocery store at the corner of John and 
Government streets. The Smiths and 
Hammond were very old friends, Ham- 
mond having been bar-tender to Mr. 
Smith, Sr., as far back as 20 years 
ago, and Hammond had always thought 
a great deal of Henry, having nursed 
him as a small boy and regarding him' 
almost as his own sou. It was Ham- 
mond who took mi the ranch some '20 
years past, and then a few years later 
he left, not returning to Victoria till 
something over a year ago. In the mean- 
time the Smith family claimed the ranch 
by reason of money it was said that 
Hammond owed them, but there was 
no difficulty about Hammond returning 
to live on the ranch. 

Henry, who was a carpenter, and a 
steady young man, left for the ranch, 
us has already been stated, on October 
20. As he did not return his father 
got anxious about him, and went out 
to the ranch yesterday morning. Ac- 
companied by IUr. Geo. Deans, a neigh- 
boring rancher, Mr. Smith went to the 
cabin door, which be found padlocked on 
the outside. Catching sight through the 
window of his sou's vest hanging up oa 
the wall he came to the conclusion that 
something was wrong, and the door was 
forced. It -was a dreadful sight that 
met their eyes. The whole inside of 
the little cabin, which measured about 
12 feet square, was splattered with blood 
and from beneath one of the two bunks 
that took up one side of the room, pro- 
truded the naked limbs of Henry Smith, 
lying in what had been a pool of blood, 
for it was evident that it had been sev- 
eral days since the man had been kill- 
ed. 

The father and Mr. Deans did not 
disturb anything, but at once came to 
town and informed the provincial police 
and Superintendent Hussey despatched 
Provincial Constables Atkins and lie- 
land to investigate. 

They found the body had been jam- 
med so tightly in the corner under the 
bunk that they had to pull away the 
boards to get at it. The body was 
naked with the exception of a Bhirt. 
On the head behind the left, ear was 
a wound four inches long, and there 
was also an abrasion over the right 
eye. On the floor was the weapon with 
which the blows had been struck— an 
axe, the hack and handle of which were 
covered with blood. 

It was evident that the poor fellow 
had been attacked which he slept, for 
m one of the hunks there was a great 
stain of blood, which had run down to 
the floor and thence along to the oppo- 
site corner, where the .body had been 
dragged and shoved under the second 
bunk in such a way as not to be visible 
to anyone looking through the window. |

mise that it may have been about the 
property which had passed away from 
him on the mortgage to Smith's fnth 
Heart failure may have come as the 
result of the shock to his system when 
he realized what he hud done and then 
tried to escape. Those who saw the 
body remarked on the agonized look on 
Hammond's face, and thought he must 
have died in great pain. 

This sad story brings back the mem- 
ory of another killing in which a man of 
similar name was the murderer and wa 
never brought, to justice. It happened 
at Ayhcrofl some lit or 14 years ago. A 
man called Billy Hammond, described 
as similar in looks and size to the man 
recently dead, had a quarrel in the 
old Ashcroft hotel one Sunday with an- 
other man whose name i* understood to 
have been Gallagher. Gallagher, on 
leaving 1hc hotel, was struck on the 
head with a shovel by Hammond, who 
escaped and never was caught. Tin 
was very soon after William Hammond 
left here, and one who had remembered 
seeing Billy. Hammond at Ashcroft felt 
almost convinced, on looking on Wil- 
liam Hammond's dead face, that it wai 
the same man. Hammond was for- 
merly In the navy, and came to British 
Columbia on H. M. S. Sparrowbawk 
nearly HI) years* ago. In his best days 
he was a man of wonderful strength, 
although he was not very large, and a 
story is told of his throwing over his 
shoulder a policeman who tried to ar- 
rest him. i - 

Young Smith was a member of the 
Sons of England, and was very much 
liked by all who knew him. His funeral 
will be under the auspices of the order. 
The inquest will ' be held to-day.

The mines 
in the Yukon represent people from 
every province of Canada and from 
nearly every part of the world. They 
have friends, who have had important 
messages to send them. Most of them 
have families, from whom they are 
anxious to hear. 

Every paper in Canada should call 
upon the postmaster-general to explain 
how this outrageous condition wf things 
came about, and how be propose 
right the great wrong he lias allowed 
to be done to the minors of the Yukon 



THE SALE OF CROWN LANDS. 

What the News-Advertiser calls ' 
very radical change in the manner of 
dealing with the Crown lands" has been 
recently made. Before speaking of the 
new regulation, it may not be impropc 
to make some observations regarding the 
action of tin- government in making any 
change at all. 

The public are familiar with the story 
of how the Semlin government came into 
power, and do not require to be remind 
ed that it is not in temporary control 
of the assets of this province by the will 
of the people. Mr. Semlin is Premier, 
and his colleagues are in their offices, by 
the special grace and mere motion of the 
Lieutenant-Governor, and as a make- 
shift pending the meeting of the legisla- 
ture. That Mr. Semlin was a dernier 
resort of the Lieutenant-Governor, even 
he will not pretend to deny. Ho does not 
know that be will mavo a majority of 
the members to support him. He cannot 
have assured the Lieutenant-Governor 
that he will have such a majority, no 
in all probability will be dismissed by 
the legislature in summary fashion as 
soon as the house gets together. And 
yet be makes "a radical change" in a 
matter which concerns every resident: of 
the province and every person -who con- 
templates immigrating to it. 

The ehune-e is made by n notice signed 
by Mr. Semlin as Chief Commissioner of 
Lands and Works, and is as follows: 

Notice is hereby given that no lands 
or timber will be' hereafter sold or dis- 
posed of by the government of British 
Columbia except under special circum- 
stances. Intending purchasers are ad- 
vised to apply to the department of lauds 
and works, showing special circum- 
stauces, before going to any expense. 

The use of the expression "disposed 
of" in this notice makes it cover 'pre- 
emptions by actual settlers. The News- 
Advertiser says "there will bo no inter- 
ference with the opportunities for pre- 
emption," but this language shows that 
the government claims tht right to sus- 
pend the operation of the law permitting 
pre-emptions. The notice amounts to 
such a suspension, and the observation 
of the chief organ is a recognition of 
such a meaning. Wo protest that this 
is a high banded assumption of power by 
any government, and when taken by a 
ministry which has never received either 
popular or legislative endorsement, is an 
net of usurpation. We deny the right 
of the government to suspend the oper- 
ation of the pre-emption clauses of the 
Crown Lands act. If it claims such a 
power it is setting itself above the legis- 
lature, which has declared that any per- 
son may pre-empt vacant Crown hinds. 
If it. does not intend to claim that power, 
we can only say thai Mr. Scmlin's notice 
is most unhappily worded. 

Applying the notice to sales other than 
those by way of pre-emption, it remains 
unjustinnbie. The News-Advertiser tells 
us that the right to exercise discretion 
as to granting applications for the pur- 
chase of land was practically a dead 
letter under the Itltc government. This 
is not the case. Our contemporary says 
that in practice every application, ex- 
cept for reserved lands, was allowed. 
What says the law on this point? It will 
bo found in sub-section 8 of section 29 
of the Crown Lands act, which reads 
thus: 

The Chief Commissioner of Lands and 
Works after examination of the report 
of the survey, the field notes thereof, 
with the statutory declaration of the 
surveyor, nnd nil other documents and 
information In relation to the application, 
if satisfied with the Information and that 
it is not contrary to the public interest 
that the sale should be made (but not 
otherwise) shall name the price, based 
upon the classification provided for in the 
preceding sub-section, at which the hind 
applied for may be sold to the apolicnnt, 
and thereupon, but no sooner, the sale 
may be allowed to proceed. 

.'This section gives the government all 
the authority which if possesses in the 
promises, and it is a right to decline to 
permit persons to purchase Crown lands 
under soecial circumstances, '■ THE 

itroirr to refuse under spec- 



ial CIRCUMSTANCES IS NOT 
THE SAME AS THE RIGHT TO 
WITHHOLD ASSENT EXCEPT UN- 
DER SPECIAL CIRCUMSTANCES. 
There is a real and important distinc- 
tion. The legislature has declared that 
any man may purchase Crown lands, af- 
ter complying with certain regulations, 
unless in tho opinion of the government 
it is against public policy that he should 
be permitted to do so. This is the law. 
Every British subject has his rights un- 
der that law. He bus -a right to have 
the land tie wants and is ready to pay 
for, except its sale to him is not con- 
trary to the public interest. The late 
government acted on the law and refus- 
ed ninny applications for the purchase of 
land because they thought it was not 
in the public interest that it should be 
sold. This wns the case in regard to 
land on (he Stikine last year. But sub 
ject to the right of the government to 
refuse his application when, by reason of 
special circumstances, it seems against 
the public interest that be should be al 
lowed to do so, every British subject has 
a right to purchase land in British Co 
Iumbia. This right the Semlin govern- 
ment now proposes to take away, and 
make the law as though it /provided that 
no sales shall he made except for such 
reasons anil to such persons as meet 
the approval of the government. 
This is a hold usurpation of 
authority, Such a notice might 
properly be given by ;i government 
which possessed the confidence of the 
house and the country, as a preliminary 
to proposed legislation, that is, such a 
government, if it contemplated asking the 
legislature to change the law, might give 
notice that, pending such a change, it 
proposed only to permit sales to be made 
under special circumstances, but as a 
permanent change in tho administration 
of the law, or rather in the law itself, 
by a government brought into existence 
as that of Mr. Semlin was, it is an un- 
precedented stretch of power. 

The notice does not tell the public what 
the government will regard as "special 
circumstances." Will what are consid- 
ered sufficient special circumstances in 
the ease of A. B. be considered sufficient 
in the case of CO.? What part will 
political favor play in determining what 
circumstances are sufficient and what are 
not to warrant a sale of Crown lands? 
It is true that; the law vests a discretion 
in the government, but this means a 
legal discretion, not a mere whim, no- 
tion, or desire to help a friend. The law 
contemplates that there shall be uniform- 
ity in tho rules governing the sale of 
Crown lands; the government substitute; 
for this uniformity, its own notion 
which may vary from day to day. Tho 
change is wholly at variance with Brit 
ish law and the British sense of tin 
equality of all men before the law. It i; 
one more proof that the News-Advertiser 
was right when it said that the British 
constitution did not apply to this prov 
ince. The government has seized upon 
the Crown lands, and has declared 
intention to parcel them out among those 
people whom it may see fit to favor, for 
that is all the notice above quoted means. 

The law governing the sale of 
Crown lands should be fixed and 
definite. It should be so plain 
that any man on reading it can 
tell what it means. It should be 
so framed that, the rights of no man to 
acquire Crown lands should be subject 
to the favor of the government. Such 
was the intention of the legislature in 
passing the law now on the statute book. 
Such was the intention of the late gov- 
ernment in carrying out the law. But 
under the new regime, the regime of the 
usurpers, this purpose of the legislature 
has been defeated, and before a man 
can obtain a piece of Crown land, he 
must first make himself solid with the 
government. This new stretch of au- 
thority, this new assumption of auto- 
cratic powers will only pnve the way 
for the early overthrow of Mr. Semlin 
nnd bis associates, who have shown, by 
fhe manner in which they have displaced 
competent and valued officials and by the 
arbitrary manner in which they deal 
with the public service, their conscious- 
ness that their lease of power is short 
and that they are determined to make 
hay while the sun shines. 

The law as declared by the legislature 
of British Columbia is that any man may 
purchase unreserved Crown lands, unless 
in each special case the government may 
discover some good reason in the public 
interest why he should not be allowed to 
do so. 

Under the law as laid down by the 
Semlin cabinet of usurpers no man may 
purchase unreserved Crown lands in 
British Columbia until be first shows 
the usurpers that, there is some good 
reason satisfactory to them why he 
should lie allowed to do so. 

This is certainly a radical change. 
Some people would call it; revolution- 
ary. 



THE SEALING QUESTION. 

Commenting upon an objection raised 
by the Hamilton Herald to the sale of 
the sealing fleet, that; it will throw a 
number of persons out of employment, 
the Province says that there will be 
plenty of work for the men to do. We 
do not understand why the Province 
should take the trouble to say this. In 
the first place it is not true. There will 
be no work for very many of those 
who will be thrown out of employment if 
the schooners are sold. We refer now to 
the Indians, who form a considerable 
portion of the crews of (ho vessels. In 
(lie next place, if it were true, one would 
suppose that a British Columbia paper 
would be (he last to endeavor to create 
(be impression (hat the sale of the sonl- 
ing craft and the extinction of the indus- 



try would not be a lasting injury to the 
province. The Province nnd the gen- 
tleman, whose mouthpiece on public 
questions it is, would be better employ- 
ed in endeavoring to discover what can 
be done for the benefit of that portion 
of British Columbia which will be chiefly 
tho loser in the event of the abandon- 
ment of pelagic scaling. 

We feel that the position taken by the 
Colonist on this subject some time ago 
is the correct one. If for imperial rea- 
sons it is desirable that Canadians should 
give up the right to take seals upon the 
high seas, and if the United States gov- 
ernment wishes to secure tho exclusive 
right for the enjoyment of its lessees, 
let the right bo leased from Canada for 
a term of years at a fixed rental, and let 
tho scaling vessels be bought by the 
United States. If this is done, the ren- 
tal could bo expended for the benefit of 
the localities, which will suffer by rea- 
son of the abolition of the industry dur- 
ing the term of the lease. What say the 
Province and Mr. Bostock, M.I'., to 
such an arrangement of this nature? 



THE NEW A G E N T- GENERAL. 

The provincial government has not 
only dismissed an experienced man from 
the position of agent-general for the 
province, but one who understands every 
part of the province very Well. In its 
stead it has named a gentleman, who 
whatever his other qualifications may he, 
has had little or no opportunity of be- 
coming informed from practical observa- 
tion as to what the province is like. 
What British Columbia needs in London 
is a representative who can speak un- 
derstnndingly upon any question that 
may be asked him concerning the prov- 
ince, its business and resources. Such 
a man ought to be one who litis spent nt 
least several years here and thus been 
able to see for himself what the con- 
ditions are like. The ablest agent can 
accomplish very little, if his information 
is derivable wholly or chiefly from 
books. 

We hope the present arrangement is 
only temporary and that, when the leg- 
islature has an opportunity ' of dealing 
with this subject, it will put tho London 
office upon something like a proper foun- 
dation. This will cost something, of 
course, but wo cannot hope to have the 
province properly represented in the 
world's metropolis without spending 
something. 

SOME ALLEGED* WORDS. 

Why will newspapers persist in print- 
ing "all right" ns if it were one word, 
and worse than that in printing it "al- 
right?" "Onto" is another abomination. 
There is never a case where "onto" 
either as a single word or as two words 
is necessary. Either "on" or "to", used 
singly, will always convey the meaning 
intended. "Onto" has got into the dic- 
tionary. The Century cites five authori- 
ties. One in Rider Haggard in the fol- 
lowing sentence: "It is a very pleasant 
country seat, situate about two miles 
from (he Frowning City, onto which it 
looks." As a matter of fact the phrase 
"onto which it looks" is bad English in 
the connection in which it. is used, and 
hence authority for nothing. The second 
authority is the American Journal of 
Psychology, which speaks of past events 
being "joined onto" present ones. Surely 
"joined to present ones" would be quite 
as forcible and much more elegant. The 
third is where Charlotte Bronte makes 
one of her characters say that she is 
going "on to the leads"; but she uses the 
two words separately and one of them 
is clearly needless. This is a common 
colloquial error. The fourth is from the 
Biglow Papers, but these are not au- 
thority, being purposely written in out- 
landish style. The fifth is from Robert 
Elsmere, where Mrs. Humphrey Ward 
says that one of her characters "sub- 
sided onto the music bench." To sub- 
side either onto, on to, or upon a bench 
is very questionable English. "Sub- 
side" as here used by Mrs. Ward is 
slang. She means that he became tran- 
quil and Silt down. If she had said "he 
subsided upon" the bench she would have 
conveyed the same meaning. Thus we 
find that of the five authorities cited two 
are bad English, one if professedly out- 
landish and of the other two, in one the 
use of the compound is clearly unneces- 
sary, and in the other the prepositions 
arc both used but are not compounded. 
Better authority than these will be need- 
ed before "onto"' will he accepted as 
elegant English. 



We printed an extract from the Win 
nipi'T Tribune in which it defined its 
position in regard to "keeping stop" 
with its party. Its lone wns of the right 
kind. The party papers keep step too 
closely witli their party for its good 
or their own. not (o speak of that of the 
country. We frequently find the leader 
of the opposition in parliament express- 
ing bis approval of something the gov- 
ernment does, and often hear the leader 
of a government give his hearty endorse- 
ment of something advanced by the lead- 
er of the opposition. The same right ex- 
tends to the press, and it is satisfactory 
to see the Tribune exhibit a determina- 
tion to exercise it. 



When the Hebrew Joseph became su- 
preme in Egypt, lie did not send for his 
brethren to take all the nice official 
snaps. Our Joseph pursues a different 
policy. Like a crow who has discovered 
a particularly savory morsel, he sends 
his hoarse cry to his comrades in the 
woods and they come forth and get fat 
on the good things which . fortune, in 
the guise of the Lieutenant-Governor, 
has placed within reach for a brief 
period. British Columbia welcomes.Mani- 
tobft immigrants, but has hitherto not 
been offering fhem bonuses at the rate 
of !?200 a month.

THE FULL COURT. 

Quite a Number or Appeals Dealt With 
at the First Sitting. 

The Full court sat yesterday, when 
many cases came up, some being argued 
and others standing over. The series 
of appeals in Centre Star vs. Iron .Mask 
mine, and Iron .Mask vs. Centre Star, 
were "stood over" lill next court, with- 
out prejudice to calling a special sit- 
ting, and the same tiling was done in 
regard to the ft>st Egg Mining Co. vs. 
Canadian Kami Drill Co. 

An interesting ease is that of Regina 
vs. Marshall, in which the Attorney- 
General appears for the Crown, and 
Mr. Gordon Hunter for the defendant. 
This is an appeal from a decision of 
Judge Spinks in an assault case at Ver- 
non, the Attorney-General wishing to 
get the ease re-heard. 

In reference to this ease, the Attor- 
ney-General slated yesterday that it 
lookd to him like an attempt lo smooth 
over a. case because the defendants 
were in a good position. Tin? defend- 
ant and two others, he said, went into 
Mrs. Leggatt's house, and, on the sup- 
position that she or her .sister had writ- 
ten some anonymous letters, shut the 
two women' in the kitchen and ran- 
sacked the house for proof. 

Mrs. Leggatt tried to get out of the 
room and the defendant shoved her 
back with the door, hence the charge 
of assault. 

Judge Spinks considered that a. writ- 
ten apology was enough to mend the 
case, and though this was agreed to in 
court, Mrs. Leggatt considers she is 
still aggrieved, and Mr. Martin wants 
to have the case re-opened. 

Mr. Hunter claims that the case can- 
not lie reheard. The application for 
leave to appeal was adjourned until the 
record in the case is produced. 

Argument was also heard yesterday 
in Davis vs. Lo Roi Mining Co. Here 
plaintiff sued for damages for injuries 
received in the l.e Roi mine. The case 
was heard by Mr. Justice Drake and a 
jury, anil Davis was awarded $300. 
From this defendants appeal on the 
ground thai the findings of the jury 
were contrary to the weight of evi- 
dence. Decision was reserved. Mr. 
E. 1". Davis, Q. C, for appellants (de- 
fendants); Air. A. I>. Belyea for re- 
spondent (plaint iff). 

The bearing of the appeal from tho 
decision in the preliminary objections in 
the election case of .Tardine vs. Mullen 
will be heard thin morning. 

Judgment was reserved in the appeal 
of Clark vs. Ilanev. Mr. E. P.' Davis, 
Q. C, and Mr. I.. I'. Duff for appellant 
(plaintiff); Air. Charles Wilson, Q. C, 
for respondent (defendant). 

Bceleston vs. Gilchrist, in which Sir 
Charles Tapper appeared for plaintiff 
(respondent), and Mr. B. P. Davis, Q. 
C. for appellant, was adjourned. 

Iladdon vs. Tf addon, a Westminster 
appeal, was partly artued, and goes on 
again to-dav. Mr. F. Hownv for ap- 
pellant (defendant): Mr. (i. O. M. 
Dockriil' for respondent (plaintiff).

With his years of experience in the 
Northern camps and iniucs, there is no 
one in British Columbia better fitted to 
approximate the value of new country 
than is Mr. M. King, the manager of 
the Victoria and Yukon Trading Co. at 
Bennett; lake. Mike King is indeed one 
of the sturdiest explorers British Co- 
lumbia has ever produced, and when it 
is known that he has just returned from 
a personal examination of the Atlin lake 
country, Victorians will naturally be 
anxious to know bis opinion of their 
extent and worth to the world. 

It is, to put it in a nutshell, that the 
Atlin district will prove a better held for 
the enterprise of the poor man or work- 
ing miner than even the wonderful 
Klondike. Fortunes will not be made 
there perhaps in tantalizing multiplicity 
of figures, but a better net revenue dis- 
tributd over the entire population will 
naturally result from the opening up 
of these new British Columbia placer 
grounds than from the upper Yukon 
treasure land. 

In the lirst place, the working season 
is very much longer. Secondly, the gold 
lands are not far away and beyond the 
pale of civilization, and cheap access 
for provisions and utensils, as well as 
miners, is in consequence obtainable. 
Then, again, the bedrock running shal- 
low — from but one to eight feet below 
the surface — enables the miner to realize 
almost immediate profits on his labor; 
while the mildness of the climate, the 
abundance of feed, of water and of 
game, all combine to make the Atlin 
region — for the miner — a poor man's 
country, par excellence. 

Fodder for the cattle is naturally 
plentiful also, the rank bunch grass 
standing kned-deep everywhere, while 
the snowfall rarely, if ever, exceeds 
twenty inches. 

Nor must it be taken for granted tr im 
the statement that Atlin can never rival 
the Klondike for richness, that Atlin is 
not quite rich enough to satisfy the prac 
tioal. While in the district last month 
Mr. King visited several claims on which 
$25 a day to the man was being washed 
out, ten hours constituting a working 
day. Another miner whose property lies 
some forty feet from the water, on' Pint 
creek just above the mouth of Willow, 
was packing bis dirt down in sacks and 
realizing a net income of from one to 
one and a quarter ounces per day. Mr. 
King asked him for a candid statement 
as to his very lowest earnings from the 
claim, and after rellcetion tlie miner

gathering of all that's new and good, 
coupled with the little prices, has 
trebled the interest here. 
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less than one ounce clear since he start 
ed to work the claim, the gold being 
uniform in value and running SIS 10 
per ounce. 

Still another pioneer of the Atlin dis- 
trict who is at the present time in Vic- 
toria, has, in association with seven 
others, been working a property on 
Koulder creek, from which in 30 dnvs 
they have taken out $5,000, besides saw- 
ing their lumber, making their sluice- 
boxes and disposing of nil other prelim- 
inaries to harvesting the gold. 

Boulder creek enjoys with Wright's 
the unique distinction of being the 
greatest nugget producing stream in 
the knowledge of American mining 
men. Its entire output, indeed, is about 
evenly divided between dust gold and 
small nuggets, while Wright's stands 
alone as turning out no tine gold at all- 
nothing but chunks and lumps and ir- 
regular pieces of tin? pure yellow metal. 

When Mr. King left Atlin on the 
20th October, the miners were still 
washing, and expected to be able to 
continue for a week or ten days longer, 
eloquent testimony in itself' to the 
length or the season. As the Victorian 
was leaving, one of the miners showed 
him a 2-Ib. yeast can two-thirds tilled 
with high-grade dust, while others had 
been equally fortunate. 

Taken on the whole, the Atlin lake 
gold fields have, according to Mr. King, 
great prospects. In the preliminary mat- 
ter of access they are most happily situ- 
ated, for with the railway running to 
Lake Bennett and a perfect trail to the 
heart of the mining district — over which 
a horse can be ridden anywhere — no one 
can experience the slightest difficulty in 
getting himself or his provisions in. 
During the past season only S10 was 
charged for passage from Lake Bennett 
and 3VS cents for freight to Atlin City 
or 5 cents to discovery. Next spring 
this tariff will be materially reduced, 
and an immense population will no 
doubt be established where the money 
is to lie won from the earth. 

On the other hand, there is not the 
slightest probability of the overcrowding 
of the field, for its rational prospecting 
has only fairly commenced, and there is 
an immense district to the northwest ns 
yet unexplored, which offers great in- 
ducements to the intelligent prospector. 
Of these fortunately there are many in 
the country, many of whom have drop- 
ped back from the Klondike and think 
sufficiently well of AtHn's prospects to 
remain there. If the mass of the for- 
tune hunters would take their cue from 
these men in their mail stampedes, 
which to them constitute the science of 
mine-hunting, all might be well. They 
prefer in many eases, however, to fol- 
low such will-o'-the-wisps as the "lost 
rocker" and "doadmnn's gulch" fables, 
and the result is deserved, but none the 
less distasteful disappointment. 

Speaking of the trail to Atlin, Mr. 
King brands as a self-evident fake the 
story received here a week ago as to 
the death of the A. F. Englehnrdf party 
from Pasadena, through their losing the 
Irnil and wandering into a quicksand 
morass. They couldn't lose the trail if 
they wanted to, says the returned Vic- 
torian, unless they chose to climb the 
precipitous mountain sides by which it 
is defined; while as for the quicksand 
and morass, none exists save in the 
imagination of whoever gave the story 
to the world. 

At the present time the best way to 
reach Atlin is via Lake Bennett, from 
which point Htenmer is taken for 
Brooks' Camp, where the travellers and 
their outfits enter on the trail. 00 miles 
in length. Supplies can be forwarded 



more cheaply by this route than by any 
other; indeed, no other avenue of in- 
gress receives serious consideration by 
the old veterans. 

One unfortunate man was fallen in 
with by Mr. King at Atlin City, who 
had made his way over the Ashcroft 
trail, leaving Ashcroft on March 13, an 
unlucky date for him, in all certainty. 
It was October 20 when he reached 
Atlin, and all his horses, 43 head, with 
the greater part of his money and sup- 
plies had been exhausted. 'Hundreds, 
he declared, were struggling after him, 
scores and hundreds of whom would 
perish ere they reached the last of the 
innumerable water courses that nre the 
greatest detriment to the use of this 
widely heralded trail. 

Another ambitious Klondiker was 
met at Bennett, who sought opportunity 
to work his way down to Edmonton on 
one of the V. & Y Co.'s scows. He had 
been just 11 months in the toilsome 
making of his way from Edmonton to 
Glenorn, then down the Stlkine and up 
to Bennett by the Skngwny road. He 
had started for the Klondike, he said, 
with SI, 100 in his pocket, and horses 
and everything paid for. When he 
reached Bennett he was '.' broke " in 
pocket, but not in determination. He 
would get to Dawson, he declared, if it 
took him 10 years more. 

This man seemed to have the right 
stuff in him for a good pioneer, so Mr. 
King was glad to help him on his way. 

The great complaint of the north 
country at the present time Mr. King 
defines as the inadequacy, or rather Hie 
litter absence of mail facilities. The 
American contract with Mr. IUltten- 
bury's company has not yet gone into 
effect, while Richardson, of Seattle, who 
received the contract from the Canadian 
government, is now forced to abandon 
it. The letters which he should have 
rushed through to Dawson and the in- 
termediate points have been accumulat- 
ing on his hands for months, only a 
very, very few dribbling through to 
their destination, while 05 bags are now 
blocked at Dyeu, with small chance of 
their delivery ever. Before the govern- 
ment saw fit to take the matter out of 
the hands of the Mounted Police for the 
benefit of this Seattle gentleman, Mr. 
Richardson, a fairly good service was 
maintained. 

Now, however, there is no service .at 
all, and the people of the North lament 
the never-coming of news from home, 
with curses not loud, hut deep.

The Queen City Returns From an 
Uneventful Trip North— 
The Boscowitz. 



Not since Inst winter has the Williipa 
experienced so . stormy weather us she 
encountered on the trip completed yes 
terduy evening. 0£t Cupe Beale the gulo 
reported in the Colonist a few days ago 
made everything dunce aboard the ship : 
and had the ship been any other than 
a good staunch vessel, she could not 
have weathered it. The trip all through 
was rough. When the big gale subsided 
the Indians picked up some wreckage off 
Dodge's Cove, which they at lirst took 
to be the remains of the Willapa, the 
size of the timbers seeming to indicate 
that the vessel lost had been fairly 
large. Further than this the ollicers 
of the Willapa could not describe the 
wreckage. That it had been fouud after 
some of the blows they had felt did 
not surprise them much. The Willapa 
brought back as cargo 074 cases of 
salmon from Clnyoquot. She had a very 
large number of passengers, among them 
being Messrs. B. Bonthrone and Hat- 
field, Vancouver mining men, who have 
been down to Clayoquot, and the crowd 
of men who have been working at Al 
berni for the Victoria Metallurgical 
AVorks. The new wharf and warehouses 
which have just been completed at 
Hayes' Camp, Alberni, are described by 
the WUlapa's ollicers as being a big 
acquisition to the town. Coming home 
the Willapa sighted what appeared to 
be one of the absent sealing schooners, 
the Diana or the Pioneer. 

THE QUEEN CITY ARRIVES. 

Two weeks and more have passed since 
a crew of wreckers left on the steamer 
Queen City for the scene of the Bosco- 
witz's disaster, and of the many vessels 
arriving from the North in the interval 
not one has brought any news of the 
vessel. Prom the length of time being 
spent by the men on the wreck it is 
believed some effort is being made to 
raise the old veteran of the Northern 
route. The Queen City returned yes 
terday from her second trip, after tak- 
ing the wreckers North. She had seen 
no steamer on the trip exceping the 
Cottage City bound North. Among her 
passengers were It. Cunningham. Messrs. 
Cuppage and W. Steele, from Omineca, 
John Robinson nnd son, who have been 
up to Princess Royal island making a 
survey of some rich mineral property be- 
longing to a Victoria syndicate; Airs. 
Pidcock, Jr., nnd MK;s Pidcock. The 
Queen City will leave again for the 
North this evening, but instead of going 
only to British Columbia points will take 
the place of the Danube for the one 
trip nnd include Alaskan ports in her 
rounds. 

THE HORSA LIBELLED. 

The steamship Horsa, now lying off 
Esquimalt, is in the hands of the mar- 
shal of the admiralty court. She has 
been libelled for a balance of $254 clnim- 
ed to bo due to the New Vancouver Coal 
Co. The proceedings were taken out 
by Messrs. Drake, Jackson & Helmcken, 
acting for the coal company, and Mr. 
Siddall, acting for the marshal, now 
hns a man in possession. The Horsa 
is registered in the name of James Mor- 
ton, but John A. Donald, of Clifton, 
New York, is mortgagee of the vessel. 
MARINE NOTES. 

The C. P. R. stenmship Empress of 
China and N. P. R. stenmship Olympin 
will be here on Tuesday nnd Thursday 
week respectively. The Empress left 
Yokohama last Friday and the Olympin 
one day later. 

The department of marine is issuing 
n timely warning to all persons engaged 
in the navigation of British Columbia 
waters, against mooring to buoys or 
beacons, or otherwise injuring such aids 
to navigation. The buoys at the Fraser 
river heads hnve Buffered severely of 
late through such worse than careless 
ness.

HEROISM AT ROSSLAN1). 

Young Engineer's Daring Efforts to Res- 
cue Men Overcome by Gas in 
Sunset Shaft. 

William Cain, a miner need about 40, 
residing with his wife and child on 
Nickel Plate flat; and Patrick Nolan, a 
machine man, aged about 30, were kill- 
ed shortly before 7 o'clock last Tuesday 
evening in an accident at the Sunset No 
2, Rossland. They were overcome by 
gas, and fell from the ladder while at 
tempting to escape. Their necks were 
broken by the fall. Fred Holt, a muck- 
er, working on the same shift with the 
other two, was also overcome by gas 
and only escaped through the splendid 
efforts of George Drewry, the engineer 
at the hoist in the station at the mine 

All three of the miners were employ- 
ed by Jos. Trainer, who has the contract 
for continuing a crosscut from the '150- 
foot level in the shaft. The last shift at 
work in the crosscut came up about 4 
o'clock Tuesday morning, after firing a 
round of shots in the faces of the cross 
cut at 1:30 o'clock. As the boiler was 
somewhat fouled, work was suspended 
all day long while it was being cleaned 
During the day, as no air had been avail 
able, it had been impossible to clean the 
gas out of the shaft. 

At 0:30, Nolan, Cain and Holt showed 
up to go on shift. George Drewry 
brother of J. C. Drewry, the managing 
director of the Canadian Gold; Fields 
syndicate, which owns the property, saw 
them preparing to go down. Air. Drew 
ry is the engineer in charge of the hoist 
at the 100-foot level in the shaft. lie 
warned Cain that the dead gas in the 
shaft had not been cleaned out during 
the day, and that it was dangerous to go 
down. The hazard was especially great, 
he pointed out, as there was no power 
with which to work the hoist in case the 
men encountered gas and had to be rais 
ed quickly. Cain replied that there was 
no danger, as be would recognize any 
gas in a moment and would have no 
trouble in getting out. Despite young 
Drewry's protests, the three got on th 
bucket and were lowereiFto the 350-foot 
level by means of the brake on the hoist. 
Drewry waited at the station, and in a 
few moments he heard talking anion 
the men at the bottom of the pit. Sus- 
pecting that something was wrong, he 
shouted down to inquire if anything 
were wrong. At last Holt, the mucker, 
shouted hack for help. 

Drewry, fearing that the men had been 
overcome with gas, was much excited 
He started down the ladder. He was 
about half way down when Holt's voice 
again came out of the darkness, calling 
for help quick. 

Drewry, who is only a young fellow, 
ran hastily to the surface in search of 
aid, but as there was nobody in sight 
he started down the ladder again. When 
down about 50 feet he again heard Holt 
crying for help. Hastily returning to 
the surface he aroused his brother, An- 
drew Drewry, nnd the engineer in charge 
of the compressor. They telephoned to 
town for assistance and then rushed to 
the boilers to get up steam with which 
to work the hoist. 

Meanwhile, George Drewry, who had 
got a flask of whiskey, had descended to 
the 200-foot level. The air there was 
very bad, hut he mnnaged to keep con- 
scious, and wedged in between the water 
column and the air pipe in the shaft, a 
few inches below the station, he found 
Holt, apparently dead. 

Drewry enrried the unconscious man 
down to the bulkhead, 15 feet below the 
shaft, and tied him with his belt securely 
to the timbers at that point. Several 
heavy draughts of whiskey which he 
forced down Holt's throat, partly reviv- 
ed him, and Drewry started down to 
the 300-foot station in hope of getting 
one of the other men, but the gas was 
so fouf that ho feared falling from the 
ladder, and returned to the surface. 
Again he went down nearly to the 350- 
foot level, hut was forced to return. 

By that time the steam had come, and 
the rescuer hoisted the bucket to the 
200-foot level, where he had left Holt. 
Descending again, he placed the uncon- 
scious man in the bucket, when Andrew 
Dreyry, who was on the surface, hoisted 
both of them to the top. Holt was almost 
dead with gas, and it took nn hour be- 
fore Dr. Kenning, who had arrived in 
the meantime, could revive him. George 
Drewry. who had braved the gas six 
times underground in his heroic efforts 
to save the men, was almost overcome, 
and it was some time before he recov- 
ered his senses, but he insisted in mak 
ing a trip to the .'{50-foot level in his of 
forts to recover Gain and Nolan. 

Meanwhile Joseph Trainer, the fore 
man of the work, had arrived, nnd the 
two were lowered to the bottom of the 
workings. There they found Nolnn lodg- 
ed between the side of the shaft nnd the 
air pipe, while Cain wns lying across the 
pump. It took the united strength of 
the two rescuers to pull Nolan from be- 
hind the water pipe, hut they at last suc- 
ceeded, and his body was placed in the 
bucket. Drewry mounted the rim, and 
the two were hauled to the surface. As 
the basket with its ghastly burden reach- 
ed the top. Drewry fell, overcome by the 
foul gas that he had braved In his trip 
under ground. It wns some time before 
recovered. 

Jim McCarthy and Tat. Quinlan, two 
minors employed at the propertv, subse- 
quently wont down to bring up Cain's 
body. Quinlan was unconscious when 
he returned to the surface, and it took 
nil Dr. Kenning's efforts to restore him 
J rainer nnd McCnrthy were not so much 
affected.— Rossland Aliner

Council Get Through the Busi- 
ness of the Weekly Meeting 
in Short Order. 



Salaries of the Janitors of the 
Public Schools Ordered 
to Be Paid. 



Last evening's meeting of the city 
council was nn unusually short one, nil 
the business being concluded by 9:30. 
There was a full board present. 

The mayor addressed the council, 
recommending that Mr. Partridge, the 
rates collector, who has been ill 
for some time, be granted leave of ab- 
sence until he recorers, without salary, 
and that Mr. Borde, the assistant col- 
lector, be made temporary collector at 
$90 n month, aud that a boy be en 
gaged from November 1 at a salary of 
S25 ti month. It was moved by Aid. 
Bragg, seconded by Aid. Hall, that th. 
recommendations be carried out. 

Aid. Wilson considered that the assist- 
ant was paid quite sufficient at present, 
while Aid. Kinsman suggested that one 
of the present officials might do some 
of the extra work. 

The mayor did not think the system 
would bo a success, as a man might be 
wanted in both offices at the same tiui 

Aid. Wilson suggested that the water 
commissioner might take a bund in the 
work. 

The recommendation of the mayor 
will be- carried out. 

Mr. J. G. Elliott, secretary of the 
board of lire underwriters, acknow- 
ledged the receipt of the clerk's letter on 
electric wiring, and asked if the city 
would allow Mr. Hutchinson, superin- 
tendent of the electric light station, to 
net as inspector of wires. This did not 
meet with approval. 

A letter was received- from Messrs 
Dunsmuir in regard to the railway 
bridge, stating that the bridge would be 
kept open if the city appointed some 
body to look after it at night. 

A special committee, consisting of 
Aid. Williams, Bragg nnd Hall, were 
appointed to wait on Messrs. Dunsmuir. 

The returning officer reported on the 
result of the lire department by-law. 

Mr. II. B. Dallied wrote that he had 
not paid his taxes, waiting to see what 
was being done in the direction of rc 
moving the obstructions from David 
street. Mr. Halhed will be notified 
that the matter is being attended to. 

The market superintendent submitted 
his report for October, showing receipts 

of .f'J,s.:to. 

The finance committee recommended 
that a special meeting of the council bi 
held oh Friday evening to take into con 
sidoration the by-law to provide fur tin 
allotment of the surplus revenue. 

The finance committee report included 
two months' sniarios for the janitors of 
the public' schools. 

Superintendent Hutchinson of the 
electric light, station reported that the 
new dynamo for street lighting had com- 
pleted a 30 days' trial test, and the con- 
tractor would be entitled to payment 
when the dynamo had completed its 
second test. Received and filed. 

The committee of the homo for aged 
and infirm recommended that Donald 
McGillivrny be admitted to the home. 
The report was ndopted. 

The estimates amendment by-law was 
reconsidered nnd finally passed. 

Aid. Humphrey moved, seconded by 
Aid. Wilson, that the recommendation 
of the sanitary officer for the destruction 
of a shuck in Chinatown be carried out. 
This was carried. 

Aid. Humphrey moved that the engi- 
neer's report on Rock Bay bridge be laid 
over for another week. This was 
passed. 

Aid. Williams pointed out that the 
citv engineer wns responsible for the 
way the work wns being done on Broad 
street, and not the street committee, 
who were held responsible by the 
Times. 

This brought the meeting to a close. 
HOW TO ADVANCE VICTORIA. 

Sir:— Your article on the nbove subject 
raises a problem to which I beg to give 
the following sola tic nr. 

To make a great city of Victonn it is 
neccssnry that the following works be 
enrried out: , 

1.— The hnrbor improvements similar 
to those suggested by Mr. Sorby, C.E. 

2— The continuation of the Esquimnlt 
& Nannimo railway liae to the north of 
the Island, with branch to Alberni or 
elsewhere where required. 

3 — Connection of Victoria with a 
transcontinental line of railway through 
the northern portion of the province, 
with brunch lines tapping the mining dis- 
tricts of Cariboo nnd Cnssiar. 

4. — Ferry connection between Victoria 
and Port Angeles or other port, with a 
southern line of railway. 

Victoria with its natural and geo- 
graphical advantages Is admirably adapt- 
ed to become a great city— a Liverpool of 
the West— but it is useless to expect any- 
thing from Sir William Van Home or 
the O. P. Tt.. Vancouver is the terminus 
of thnt railway and is bound to grow, 
Victoria will always be treated by the 
C. P. It. as a port of call only and un- 
less the above objects are carried out it 
will Tomnin a smnll and sleepy place as 
our neighbors say. 

Let this transcontinental connection be 
established and Victoria will have a 
backbone — not ns at present a dislocated 
one, — the resources of the province will 
be developed; its resources in a few 
yenrs will be increased to an extent 
hitherto unknown and Victoria will be 
the "entrepot" of large commercial and 
industrial interests. 

This is not a poiltical enterprise, nnd 
the Dominion and Provincial govern- 
ments will do well to aid such develop- 
ment by grants of land necoRsnry and to 
give such inducements ns will encourage 
capitalists to embark in the same. 

Of course the Songhees Indians will 
have to go first and the government: or 
city will retain the water front for har- 
bor improvements. The municipality in 
the meantime will put its streets in thor- 
ough repair to conform with all good 
regulated cities.

Number of Cases Before the Magis- 
trates Yesterday Afternoon. 

After disposing of a couple of drunks 
yesterday morning, the city police court 
was adjourned until ± in * n e artcrnoon, 
when the more serious cases were taken 
up.

AN CLING FOR LAKE TROUT. 

Whether the aamaycush, or lake trout, 
as he is commonly known, does or does 
not, when hungry, sometimes snap up 
one of his own species for food, he is a 
highly respectable fish, cleanly, trim, fair 
to look nt and a happy addition to- the 
feast. He is at home in the crystal wat- 
ers of our Northern lakes— sweet water 
lakes lying in the picturesque basins of 
forest-clad hills— and when transplanted 
to woody, muddy ponds he refuses to 
multiply, and eventually disappears. 

After the spring migrations and spawn- 
ings of the various tribes that populate 
the lakes are over, and the waters be- 
come warmer, lie set lies into the deepest 
places. There he finds his favorite food, 
a delicate, silvery smelt, a fish seldom 
seen except when brought up from deep 
water in the maw for the trout. As n 
game fish he is inferior to the black 
bass, but it is a mistaken, although 
somewhat prevalent idea that he is not a 
vigorous lighter, as when properly ang- 
led for he Is nn antagonist worthy the 
skill nnd patience of the best sports 
man. 

No doubt one renson why his fighting 
qualities are underestimated is that he is 
badly treated by many anglers. For in- 
stance, n common way of taking him is 
by attaching a huge block of lead to the 
line nnd dragging it on the bottom. 
What fair-mi n dod sportsman would ex- 
pect a trout to make a fight when every 
movement is checked and stopped by a 
pound or more of lead dragging on the 
line? 

But if one really wishes to test the renl 
character of the lake trout as a gnme 
fish, let him take a light rod, a reel 
holding 100 yards of the best fine silk 
line, lengthened by a heavy casting trout 
leader 3 feet long, a slender tough Aber- 
deen hook baited with n silvery minnow 
properly attached, a light tapered lend 
sinker, and troll if it be mid-summer in 
the deepest waters of the lake. 

When the strike comes and the fish 
is fastened, reel steady until the line is 
nenrly perpendicular, then stop nnd let 
the trout get his breath and take his 
time. The sport, nine times out of ton, 
will prove very satisfactory. Under 
such methods a 4 pound trout, in fairly 
cool water, will usually fight vigorously 
for at least fifteen minutes; and a ten 
pound trout will demand and use a full 
helf hour of time, and test the skill of 
nn expert. 

When netted and stretched on the bot- 
tom of the boat, the lake trout Is nn at- 
tractive sight. His colors, markings, 
smooth skin and graceful shnpe Indiente 
the aristocracy of the true trout family. 
—Forest and Stream.

Exchanges by the R. M. S. Aorangi 
toll of an eruption in the New- Hebrides 
when tlie volcano, Lopevi, after remain 
ing quiescent for nearly 20 years, sud 

• denly broke out. A correspondent says 
that on Lnmanu island "the tremendous 

. roaring, Tattling din, accompanied with 
a continuous and sharp trembling of the 
ground, was sufficiently strong to shake 
the glass. After the groat outburst the 

. sky was strikingly peculiar. All below 
was iukly black and impenetrable to 

. sight. Paama, though out eight miles 
distnnt, was blotted out, as also wore 
Anbrim and even the Mountain Lopevi 
itself. At daybreak the thunder and 
lightning wore terrific; then the rain 
came down in torrents for an hour, when 
vith nuigical suddenness, the clouds van- 
ished, leaving the clear blue sky, and 
there before us stood old Lopevi, but 
with a column of the blackest smoke 
projected from its summit. The volcano 
mountain is a magnificent cone rising 
out of the sea and sloping gradually up- 
ward to the summit, a height of nearly 

• 5,000 feet. 

The colonization scheme of the French 
New Hebrides Company is in - progress 
at Epi, where several settlers have tak- 
en up land. They have come direct from 
France, active young men, with their 
wives in some instances. So far, their lot 
is not an enviable one, at least for the 
wives, grassmade huts without windows 
or anything better than pebble floors to 
walk upon being all the habitations they 
are able to possess. They seem con- 
tented and happy, and are planting 
maize, coffee, indiarubber and tobacco, 
and are doing a little trading with the 
natives. 

Writing from the mission station at 
Nikaurn, on Epi island, the Rev. T. 
Smaill gives an interesting account of 
another volcanic eruption in the New 
Hebrides. He says: 

"Since the last note I sent you about 
the recent outburst of l'opevi, another 
lias occurred, perhaps more alarming 
than the foraier. It commenced on the 
night of Friday, July 23rd. In the ev- 
ening wo saw a slight radiance at the 
summit, and nothing more but during 
the night wo were awakened by heavy 
reports and the rattling of our windows. 
I looked out and saw that the volcano 
was very active, belching forth fire and 
smoke at a great rate. "We could soo, 
■oven at our 12 miles distance, what seem- 
ed like sparks, but were really masses of 
lava at white boat, thrown up from time 
to time. During the day that followed 
nothing could be scon because of the 
clouds that had gathered, but the boom- 
ing continued all day. As night came 
on the clouds cleared away, and the peak 
stood out clear, and a mignificent spec- 
'iacJe was revealed. The whole upper 
part of the cone was lighted up with such 
display of fireworks as few mortals be- 
hold. Enormous masses of molten lava 
were being hurled in showers far up 
into the air. Many of these fell back 
again into (he crater, but the shower of 
them that, fell on the sides of the cone 
was continuous, arid at times they seem- 
ed as thick as snow-flakes. The crust 
of these had gradually cooled as they as- 
cended, and were lost sight of as they 
fell, but falling on the stoop sides they 
burst asunder, and rolled as fiery masses 
down the mountain. At first these seem- 
ed somewhat small, and they did not roll 
far, but as night wore on the awful strife 
waxed hotter and hotter; the explosions 
grew heavier and more frequent, and the 
tiery rain fell thicker and thicker, and 
now we could see the firey balls going 
down, down, down, right to the sea.. 

All this would have only been a seplcn- 
did spectacle but for the' thought of the 
five villages that huddled at intervals 
round the base of the mountains. How 
were they faring? It was plain that the 
stern sheets of the John Knox, our 
whuleboat must bo my pulpit on the 
coming Lord's Day. Scouts were out 
accordingly before day mustering a 
crew, and we were sooa away to render 
what assistance we could. On the way 
wo mot a canoo coming over for us. 
From them we learned that the village 
to which those In the canoe belonged 
was, for the present untouched. The 
fire was not coming near them. Wc de- 
termined to go to a village we could see. 
.7ust as we turned the point there was a 
splash and a roar from the fire. The 
lava flow had reached the sea. Silently 
through the early morning hours a 
stream had been flowing down a hollow 
in the mountain's side, and making Its 
way through the bush, and had now fall- 
en into the sea. 

We did not pay much heed to it. just 
then, onr attention being absorbed by 
the people on shore and a heavy sea. We 
could not land; but we saw what sore 
straits the poor creatures had been put 
to. Their houses and all they had hail 
boon buried deep in scoria at the first 
outbreak. Every green leaf bud been 
stripped or scorched off the trees, their 
plantations were buried, many of their 
pigs were buried, and they were now 
live in mere shielings of withered 
coeoanut leaves laid against the out- 
cropping rocks on the seashore. Yet, as 
we have seen, their distrust of Epi and ifs 
missionary was such that they would 
rather dwell by their fire monster than 
cast in their lot with us. But that, was 
before the lava stream had entered the 
sea. All was changed now. As wo re- 
turned we could sec great massos of 
steam rising from the little bay, and the 
hubbub of the conflict between the red- 
hot lava and the Boa was awful. As we 
neared the buy and the steam clouds I 
could scare? keep our Lopevi friends in 
1hc boat, and yet they were afraid to 
jump overbonrd 

LEST THEY SHOULD BE BOILED, 
and my , crew became almost mutinous 
jn their unwillingness to go near. I ral- 
lied them, and then one of them quiet- 
-oned our Lopevi men by assuring them, 
"He savee; he savee." 

There was, I could see, no immediate 
danger to the boat, for though the sea 
was boiling at a terrjfie rate, jets of wa- 
ter leaping up eight or ten feet into flic 
air, and the sea was turbid' and heated 
nil about, yet there was a good three hnn- 
drcd yards or so between the lava and 
the landing. We went near the shore, 
and the people came towards us. The 
chief danger now was that the boat 
might be rushed and swamped. I back- 
ed in nnd out, in and out, taking them 
Jn over the stern in threes and fours. 
First a woman's basket would be pre- 



sented and swung into the boat, and then 
the woman herself. Then would come a 
man with a gun. Sometimes one held 
out his gun in one hand and a screaming 
child in the other. Thus gradually we 
loaded up the boat until there were 84 
all told on board. We had then to cry 
' hold ' for wo had 13 miles of sea to 
cross, albeit there were still three or 
four willing to come. All we could do 
was to promise to conn; back for them on 
the morrow. We got 

OUR PRECIOUS FREIGHT 
safely home just before dark. 

We returned next day and brought 
over another small party; but the vio- 
lence of the outbreak was past. On the 
8th instant we went over agaiu, and 
brought over other 20 from another 
place. This time I went right round the 
island and saw all the villages, and also 
inspected the lava llow more closely. I 
attempted to cross it, but had to turn, 
it was so hot at places. It is about 20 
feet in depth and 400 yards in breadth 
— a great black crumbled mass, carrying 
quantities of timber, broken and charred 
on its breast. The lava now greatly re- 
sembles coke, but is very heavy. I was 
astonished at one of these to meet: a 
largo party who hod just come down 
from the summit. All the males of the 
village had sot out for the top in the 
early morning.' Each carried a bunch of 
cocoanuts to be thrown into the crater 
to ' make the fire dead.' This they had 
done, actually Teaching the top and look- 
ing down into its awful pit. I could not 
but admire their pluck. Up to date there 
has been no further sign of activity ex- 
cept the cloud of steam rolling from top. 

"Wo have now a large fanily of inter- 
esting but indigent heathen to provide 
for. When I say we, I mean we and 
the people of pur village, and we are 
feeling it a rather heavy pull, as the 
yam crop was largely spoiled by the 
rains; but I dare say we shall' pull 
through."

IMPROVEMENTS COMPLETE. 

Canadian Pacific Railway Company's 
Telegraph System as it 
Now Is. 

On Saturday afternoon the Canadian 
Pacific Railway Company's telegraph 
completed the very extensive improve- 
ments in its system out of this city. 
Last April a new three-conductor cable 
was laid between Departure bay and 
English bay, the old gulf cable being 
then lifted and laid across the straits 
between Bcocher bay and Port Cres- 
cent. Wash. The work now completed 
included the rebuilding of the pole line 
between Victoria and Departure bay and 
the stringing of a new wire. All the 
old poles have been replaced by new 
and every' joint on the two old wires 
was broken, re-rnadc and soldered. Three 
wires are now working to Vancouver 
and one to Seattle. 

One of the Vancouver wires wUl be 
worked direct with Winnipeg, principal- 
ly to facilitate the handling of the Asso- 
ciated Press despatches for the news- 
papers. The new copper wire between 
Vancouver and Montreal is proving a 
perfect success and messages from Vic- 
toria can now be put into Montreal and 
Toronto (in the ordinary course of busi- 
ness) in five minutes or less, The public 
will, no doubt, appreciate the great im- 
provements which have been made in 
the telegraph Hervice.

He was 
a son of Alexander Clark, one of the 
oldest engineers ou the Grand Trunk 
railway, running from Toronto to North 
Hay. 

N. J. Bergstrohm, a Swedish prosp 
tor, who was formerly employed by Sol 
Cameron ou the rock bluff, was taken 
iuto custody at Rossland by Sergeant 
McGowan, pending an examination us 
to his sanity. His mania is of a religious 
nature, for lie solemnly inquires of all 
comers whether or not Christ has come 
a second time. Bergstrohm was formerly 
a wealthy liquor merchant iu Sweden, 
but he embarked in a disastrous liquor 
venture in Denmark, and lost everything 
he had. His failure has preyed on his 
mind. 

SILVER LEAD SMELTING. 
The Rossland Miner announces that 
Pilot Bay and Golden will soon be the 
scenes of extensive smelting operations. 
"It is expected that the Pilot Bay works 
will resume smelting as soon as they can 
be supplied with Feruie coal via the 
Crow's Nest Pass. The plant consists 
of a modern 125-ton concentrator and £ 
lead stack with a capacity of about 150 
tons per day, and it is one of the be 
of its kind ever built. IMlot Bay is in 
the very heart of the Kootenay galen 
belt, and situated as it is on the shor 
of Ivootenuy lake, is easily accessibl 
from every silver-lead mine now being 
worked in southeastern British Colum- 
bia. The inauguration of a cheap fuel 
supply and the stiffening of the price of 
silver are. doubtless, the chief reasons 
for the resumption of operations." 

"By careful management it is possibl 
for the Pilot Bay people to compete un 
der existing conditions with the Ameri- 
can smelters. Of course Pilot Bay has 
the advantage over Omaha, Helena, Ev- 
erett and Pueblo in the matter of freight 
rates, but the 2V> cents per pound duty 
on lead bullion shopped into the United 
States is a very severe strain on the 
profits of the local enterprise. 

"The promised activity at Pilot Bay 
means much for the advancement of the 
district, and will do much to demon- 
strate to the Dominion government the 
advantages to be gained by fostering the 
Canadian lead smelting industry, and 
prove to the British commissioners of 
the Anglo-American conference the need 
that exists for the revision of the Unit- 
ed States import duties on lead bullion." 
TUNNELLING IN SLOCAN. 
"Up in Sandon they are seriously con- 
templating the driving of the great long- 
distance tunnel which has been talked of 
for years past," said James Dennistoun 
Sword, M.E., who is just back from a 
trip through the Slocan. ",Tohn M. Har- 
ris, the president of the Reco company, 
is at the head of the movement, and he 
is now interesting himself in the forma- 
tion of u syndicate with that end in 
view. There is no doubt as to the bene- 
fit of the work if it is ever completed. 
The project has been known, but the 
great cost of the undertaking has pre- 
vented I he inauguration of the enter- 
prise. The Slocan is perhaps as well 
adapted to long-distance development 
tunnels as any mining country on earth. 
The grades of the mountains up there 
are something incredible, and an enor- 
mous percentage of depth is gained with 
every foot of tunnel driven. 

"Mr. Harris purposes starting a 10,- 
000 foot, tunnel below Sandon to cut 
clean through Noble Five mountain. A 
maximum depth of 4,000 feet would thus 
be gained. Among the ledges that would 
be tapped at that depth are the lodes 
of the Noble Five, the Payne, the Orgo, 
the Last Chance and the Reco. 

"It is expected that with power the 
tunnel could be driven at the rate of 
from eight to ten feet per day, for the 
ground is very* easily worked. Accord- 
ing to that estimate the tunnel could be 
completed in a little more thnn three 
years. It would revolutionize mining in 
the Slocan. 

"The Whitewater Deep has just com- 
pleted its new power plant, furnished by 
the .Tames Cooper Manufacturing Com 
pany," continued Mr. Sword. "It is tin 
most complete water-actuated equipment 
in the province. The water is brought 
■f-,000 feet through a 10-inch steel pipe, 
and as it, has a head of 505 feet, it pro- 
duces between .100 and -100 horse power. 
The air from the compressor is piped up 
the hill to the tunnel, a distance of -1,000 
feet, through a four-inch steel tube pipe. 
The new long-distance tunnel on the 
Whitewater Deep has bpon started. It 
is expected to catch the ledge at a ver- 
tical depth of between 700 and S00 feet 
below the celebrated Whitewater mine's 
lower boundary line."— Itosshmd Miner. 
COL. WRIGHT'S COMPANY. 
Col. Wright and Geo. S. Dawson re- 
turned this week from Omlnecn, where 
they have boon since the early spring 
advancing the work of the Fortv-Third 
Milling & Mining Co. Col. Wright has 
been in charge of this work since the 
company first began prospecting and 
locating ground in Omlneca four years 
ago. Between *SO,000 and .$100,000 lias 
so far been expended and the work is 
now so far advanced that another thirty 
days in the spring will sen their hy- 
draulic elevators at work. Many pros- 
pectors have visited the properties of 
this company within Hie last three 
yours, more particularly this season, and 
there is but one story told by all— that 
the work has been well anr! thoroughly 
done, and that the mines are phenomen- 
ally rich. The compnny are richly de- 
serving of success, and there seems to 
be no doubt of their reaping a golden har- 
vest.— A shcroft Mining .Toumal.

Wurdsworth, at North 
Tatla lake, where they will winter, huv 
ing built a comfortable log house, and 
six or eight other men in the vicinity 
for company. Mr. Steele stated to a 
Journal reporter that they made the 
journey up the Fraser river iu a large 
boat, after trying their Peterborough 
canoes, which proved valueless in the 
swift water uf that river. After numer- 
ous incidents, such as being dumped into 
the river, which occurred once, they 
reached North Tatla lake. The entire 
party were more than plased with the 
country reached, and the indications nre 
such that they believe it to be a good 
country for prospecting. They found 
there was not supplies enough on hand 
to last the' entire party through the 
season, and reluctantly concluded that 
two men must come out to winter and 
make arrangements for further supplie. 1 
As each one of them was anxious t 
remain, a game of cards was played 
to decide who should remain, and the 
losers were Messrs. Steele and Parry. 
They will return to Tatla lake on the 
snow after they have made their ar- 
rangements for the next season's sup- 
plies. Mr. Steele, who is a well in- 
formed gentleman, stated that in Eng- 
land there are thousands of young' men 
for whom there is no opening for busi- 
ness. Vet these young men could com- 
mand sufficient means to emigrate to 
Northern British Columbia, and, in his 
judgment, the inducements for this class 
were much greater there than in any 
other place he had ever visited, and he 
has travelled extensively in Africa and 
the British colonics. Good stock farms 
can be found, and the country is sure 
to go ahead in mining. A wagon road 
from Quesnelle north is much wanted, 
and if built would open up an immense 
stretch of valuable country, and the 
province whould be justified in any rea- 
sonable expenditure in securing such 
an easy way of entering this country 
with a view to opening it up in a min- 
ing and agricultural way. Where there 
are mines there is always a sale for 
agricultural products and for stock. 
Many hundreds of horses will be win- 
tered this season in the above spoken 
of section, extending from Quesnelle to 
Hnzelton, Omineca, Babine and North 
Tatla lake. A wagon road should be 
built, and this at the earliest possible 
time. The some views regarding road 
building are expressed by hundreds of 
men from that section.— Ashcroft Min- 
ing Jounral, 

ENGLISHMEN AT YMIR. 
Rossland, Nov. 3.— A. B. Irwin, the 
general manager of the Canadian 
England, is in the city for a few days. 
His company is the owner of the Porto 
Rico group of six claims situated on 
Porto Rico mountain, six miles west 
of Porto Rico siding on the Nelson & 
Fort Slieppard railway, which siding is 
four miles north of Ymir, therefore the 
group is in the well known Ymir camp 
It was with some hesitancy that Mr. 
Irwin was induced by the correspond- 
ent to tell of what his company is doing, 
as being an English corporation they 
rarely ever let the general public into 
their confidence, and, as Mr. Irwin aptly 
remarked: "We have no stock to sell 
and nothing to boom. He, however, 
gave the correspondent the following 
particulars which arc of general inter- 
est as showing what capital is doing to 
open up the mines of the Ymir camp. 
That district is being mostly developed 
by English capital. 

The Porto Rico was located in 189(5 
by G. G. Day and W. J. Maxwell. In 
the spring of ISO" W. H. Corbould, who 
was then the managing director in the 
province for the company, secured the 
claim and five others surrounding it. 
Since that time development work has 
been actively prosecuted and the mine 
is to-day developed by a series of thrc 
tunnels of an aggregate length of 1,050 
feet. The ore is free milling quartz 
carrying iron pyrites, and will concen 
trate about 10 to 1, with values that 
will average about ?10 per ton. Assay 
of bulk samples have gone as high 
$550. The vein will average about 
Inches in width and lies in a porphyry 
formation. 

The mine is equipped with a five-drill 
compressor, n 10-stamp mill with a 
crushing capacity of "0 tons per day, 
nnd an aerial tramway half a mile in 
length from the mine to the mill site. 
Within a period of not to exceed three 
weeks the owners hope to have their 
stumps dropping. Their ore bins are full 
and ore is being stored in the tunnel 
already to commence operations. Work 
in the mine is at present being confined 
to opening the stopes and in making 
a raise from the lower No. 1 tunnel to 
the No. 2 tunnel. The lower tunnel gives 
H00 feet of hacks on the vein. The 
property is at present employing 30 
men. 

PLANS OF THE CARIBOO. 
The Spokane Review of the 4th say 
"Cariboo (Camp McKinney) stock which 
was soaring up ns high as $1.25 last 
week has been suffering a relapse and 
is now quoted in the vicinity of $1. 
The boom in the stock was not local. 
It had its beginning in Eastern Can- 
adian markets and its most notable ef- 
fect upon this market was to remove 
from Spokane to Toronto and Montreal 
all the floating stock that could be pick- 
ed up. The fact that the new owners 
of the property are largely Toronto men, 
nccounts for the suddenly increased 
popularity of the shares iu that part of 
the country. 

"The plans of the new compnny have 
been made public to some extent. The 
sale of the nssets of the old company 
included everything that the old Spo- 
kane corporation owned, Including all 
the cash in the treasury, something 
over 510,000. The output for October 
is estimated to be about $25,000, and 
the company announces that a dividend 
of two cents per share, or $25,0fX) In all,
